In a talk with Engineer J. Fewson 


Smith, of tbe Union Pacific, lust Thnrs- 
day, tbe reporter of the Salt Lake Tri- 
bune elicited aome ioteregtiug fuels in 
regard to the extension of the Utah 
Southern railroad through NevaJt to 
Mojave or Saratov?. We give the lead- 
ing points of the Tribune's account. 
Two patties have been in the field since 
Inat February, The; surveyed several 
line* and gave the whole country a 
thorough examination. The engineers 
era now get'ting out maps, and have no 
donbt bat the route the) have selected 
wilt be approved by the big guns at 
Omaha. 


THE BOUTS SELECTED. 


The main line now designated by tbe 


engineers as the most feasible, on leav- 
ing Mitford, beara across the Esoalente 
Valley, and goes over the rim of the 
Or eat Suit Like basin opposite Pioohe. 
Thence the general course is northwest 
to Bristol Pass in the Ely range, near 
Bristol mining camp, where great quan- 
tities of medium-grade ores are mined. 
From there the line strikes over into 
the White river watershed, and thence 
through Coal valley over the Freiburg 
Pass into the Pennover valley and on 
to K>iue Spring*. Beyond that the line 
runs to the head waters of tbe Amugosa 
river, which H followed to Aab Mead- 
ows, where tna course is to Death Val- 
ley, and on crossing the plateau between 
Death and Fauamint valleys, the main 
line roas over into the Moj-ive desert, 
and straight on to Barstow. From there 
to Los Aogeles is bat a short rutt. 


THB COST or coN/jT8r/ono». 


The cost of building thia road will be 


moderate, about $12,000 to $30,000 per 
mile; the route is eu'.nely feasible, and 
though there must be considerable cul- 
vert building, the items of bridges and 
trestles will be very light. Moreover, 
the character of the country admits of 
rapid construction, so that when Presi- 
dent Adama once gifes thi words, "Are 
you ready? GJ!" construction can be 
pushed at the highest rate of speed. 


A VIST DEPOSIT OF MtNKB/lL WEALTH. 
Mr. Smith says hi) statements made 


in the report ou tbe preliminary survey 
as to the mineral wealth of the countiv 
traversed by th^oitensioa must ba en- 
larged, as they prova to be entirely be- 
neath what the outlook would justify 
him in stating now. Not oiily he, but 
oslm railroad men whs have been 
through there recently, are very ec- 
Ihvwiastic over the mineral outlook. 
AH that has been said befora can be 
doubled and said over again, and Mr, 
Smith is cjrtuu that local traffic will 
aouuiiantly support the road when 
cues put through.

These 
man are really robbers, of tha people. 
They can make more by manipulating 
silver thau they could throngh operat- 
ing in gold, as it is said by those in a 
position to know that only about 48 per 
cent, of tba stock of gold in tha world is 
in actual use aa money. 


FISHASD SAWDUST.—The Grass Val- 


ley Tidings prints the following on fish 
and sawdust. 


The sawmill owners at Trnokaa are 


exercised again on the subject of saw- 
dust. 
It is quite likely that the next 


Legislature will pass a law which will 
forbid the disposition of sawdust m the 
streams of the State. The sawdust kills 
the fish. It has been a matter of curious 
wonder why tha State should undertake 
to propagate and preserve fish while it 
permitted the sawdnat destruction in the 
same streams in which propagation and 
preserving ara going on. The last Leg- 
islature came very near passing tha Saw- 
dust Law, and wa* only prevented by 
want of time. The Truokee Republican 
reviews the situation in an able manner, 
and advises millmen to prepare for the 
trouble. The fish of tbe Traokee river 
will be saved by compressing the saw- 
dust into brick shapes and sending off 
tbe bricks for sale as fuel. 
That is the 


sensible plan it seems to ns, and is a 
•saving both ways. This country wastes 
too much of timber and fish.

Tbe Tribuna says more persona were 


seen on the walls of the U. ft. building 
at Carson Tuesday morning than since 
tbe laying of tbe corner stone, the at- 
traction being the laying of pressed 
bricks by tbe importedw orkmen. 


The Truckee Republican, of last week, 


takes tha following sensible view of this 
all-important subject: 


It will soon be time for the regular 


biennial discusaion of the saw-dust ques- 
tion. 
At every masting of the Legisla- 


ture for a number of years pait, there 
has been a strong effort made to pass a 
law preventing the depositing Ot saw- 
dust in running streams. Whatever 
may be the merits of such a law, there 
ia no question but that it would work 
an injury to the interests of th» Truokee 
basin. On two occasions bae the pas- 
sage of suob a law been defeated by ef- 
fort* of our mtllmeu aided by hard work 
by membara of the Legislature from 
Trnckee. Two years ago the defeat of 
tha proposed law was a piece o( lack. 
The Legislature was in the humor to 
pass the law and the act reached N third 
raading in both housed. It did not be- 
come a law because other measure* 
crowded it aside. Already have tbe 
enemies of saw-dust begun to prepare 
for another assault upon the Legisla- 
ture for tbe passage of'the law. In tbe 
upper Sacramento valley petitions 
ftr« 


being circulated praying for the pas- 
sage of an act preventing the dumping 
of sawmill refosa into streams. Our 
millmen bave no one to champion their 
interests in the Legislature and the 
chances for tbe passage of tha law ara 
very favorable. 


Our millmen should begin to pre- 


para for its passage. The time is sure 
to coma sooner or later when they will 
have to take some other means for dis- 
posing of this refuse. 
How shall it be 


done? This is a question which inunt 
sooner or later be »n«wered. It ia pos- 
sible to burn it, but it ia not always 
practicable. 
Heretofore 
thare have 


been many objections to saving it. 
Bat 


now a machine BUB bean invented which 
ia used in solving the staff which lias al- 
ways been thrown away. By compress- 
ing its bulk ao that it can be easily 
transported to places where there is a 
large demand for cheap fuel, it can bo 
made a source of income instead of a 
nuisance. In Truckee this course might 
be pursued when it oomos to a disposal 
of refuse other tbau by the present 
means. Surely the subject is worthy 
of consideration by our roillmen, nmi 
we append the following from the In- 
dustrial Journal, descriptive of the tnu- 
chine referred to and its work: 
- At the sawmill is erected u, tramway, 
and along this runs on wheels a box- 
Hhaped receptacle or crnb in which the 
material is pressed. The entire outfit 
weighs about 2% tona, and requires a 
space about 20 by 30 feet. 
Whea tho 


work of pressing begins the sawduat or 
other material is dropped into the re- 
ceptacle, and by means of powor eitbtr 
from a water wheel or engine a pressure 
of 125 tons is secured. It is plainly evi- 
dent that no covering of cloth, unless it 
be of metal, can withstand such pres- 
sure, and just h'.re comes in one of tbe 
notable inventions connected with tbe 
machine. 


By a peculiar arrangement, whicn 


has been paterted, a metallic case is so 
placed inside tha crub and inside* the 
burlap, which finally forms the cover- 
ing to the bale, as to enable tha re- 
moval of the matter pressed after it has 
been confined by wire or ropa. The 
curb is so devised as to open at all fonr 
corners, allowing tha bale to drop to tbe 
floor or ground, leaving tbe carious 
lining inside. Then by a motion of the 
levers the curb is closed, new binding 
material inserted, and tha whole appar- 
atus ready to go throngh the operation 
again. Two curb* can be nsed advan- 
tageously to one press, and two men 
can operate a curb. 


Sawdust when baled in this way be- 


comes so compact as to ba well-nigh im- j 
pregnable, weighing 325 pounds per 
bale. These bales measure about 21x38 
by 36 inches, and are readily taken by 
transportation companies at the lowest 
rnte of freight. 
If the sawdust be damp 


when baled it will speedily become dry, 
tha bale all the while remaining firm. 
And another peculiar feature is thut tbe 
sawdust, even after being subjected to 
this great pressure, falls apart like meal 
on boing opened, tbe particles not ad- 
hering together. 


The machine is intended for the* com* 


pressing of aawdust, shingle hair, refuse 
wood and bark, and in fact everything 
in the shape of waste coming down from 
sawmills; box factories and all kinds of 
wood-working establishments. Hem- 
lock bark can be ground where peeled, 
pressed into bales, and thus distributed 
to tanneries at a large Having in the 
cost of transportation. 


Refuse from mills, such us bqrk, 


sticks, etc., cnn be b»led in the sA'noo 
manner as sitwdunt, save that no cover- 
ing ia nsfid, it only b«iuR ncc«va,ry to 
put slats on tb.3 top and. bottom of the 
bale. It is not difficult-, to sou that this 
may have a marked t-ffeot on the kin- 
dling wood industry. 
Millmnn who 


have heretofore fouml thi rpmovnl and 
detraction of such refuse attended witli 
considerable expense can confidently ex- 
pect hereafter without any additional 
outlay, to get the same baled and ready 
for market.
